.The  principal  event  claiming  at¬ 
tention  in  Europe  at  the  present  is  the 
famous  completion  of  the  long  de¬ 
ferred  “anchuluss”  or  union  of  Aus¬ 
tria,  and  Germany.  This  week  the 

tome  six  million  Austrians  marched 
p  the  poles  along  with  the  Germans 
and  returned 'for  der  Fuherer  a  spank¬ 
ing'  majority  of  almost  s  100  percent. 
90.08%  of  all  votes  cost  were  “yes” 
fo  tbe  question.  Acquaintance  with 
Hitler  elections  in  the  past  prevented 
.  Europe  from  being  very  surprised  at 
the  vote,  but  regardless  of  whether 
ornot  the  vote  means  anything  there 
is  little  doubt  that  the  majority  of 
Austrians  are  now  in  favor  of  the 
union.  If  a  plebescite  had  been  taken 
when  Schp.usnigg  scheduled  it,  before 
the  Nazi  coup,  the  vote  would  prob¬ 
ably  have  revealed  a  tendency  and 
a  majority  for  preserving  the  inte¬ 
grity  of  Austria,  but  now  that  it  has 
become  nn  accomplished  fact,  there 
arc  many  who  would  favor  that. 
Change  Is  regarded  with  suspicion 
by  many  persons  and  e  vote  to  pre¬ 
serve  the  status  quo  will  usually 
.win  except  in  times  of  great  national 
^stress, 

The  unificotion  of  Austria  and  Ger¬ 
many  and  the  many  attendant  prob¬ 
lems  connected  with  this  unification 
probably  pushes  the  date  of  the  next 
European  wor  up  by  two  or  three 
years.  It  is  unlikely  that  Hitler’s 
nest  move  toward  Czechoslovakia, 
tyiil  be  mode  anytime,  soon.

McVey,  Barnett 
Attend  Convention 


Miss  McVey  and  Miss  Barnett  have 
jurt  returned  from  the  annual  South¬ 
ern  Regional  Conference  for  Voca¬ 
tional  Hume  Economics  and  Agricul¬ 
ture.  The  conference  was  called  by 
the  federal  agents  in  each  area. 


England  has  to  all  intents  and  pur¬ 
poses  declared  that  at  least  for  the 
present  she  will  do  nothing  in  the 
event  of  German  aggression  in  Che- 
ekslovakia.  This  attitude  leaves 
France  in  a  delicate  situation,  and 
especially  so  since  the  French  are  at 
present  rather  fully  occupied  with  a 
series  of  crises  in  the  home  govern¬ 
ment.  The  government  of  Premier 
Blum  was  forced  out  over  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  drastic  control  bills  designed 
io  put  the  government  on  virtually 
a  wartime,  semi-socialized  footing, 
and  the  present  Daladier  government 
is  not  likely  to  last  very  long. 

In  Spain  Franco’s  legions,  support¬ 
ed  by  Italian  and  German  troops  and 
airplanes,  are  pushing  on  relentlessly 
toward  Barcelona,  the  next  objec¬ 
tive  in  the  Insurgent  advance.  It 
would  appear  from  this  point  that 
Ihe  government’s  resistance  is  at  last 
being  sapped  and  that  the  heroic  de¬ 
fenses  of  Madrid  will  not  be  repeat¬ 
ed,  The  morale  of  the  government 
seems  to  be  disintegrating  under  the 
terrific  assaults  of  foreign  and  do¬ 
mestic  troops.  The  separation  of  Ca¬ 
talonia  from  the  other  government 
territory  seems  to  mean  the  end  of 
the  war,  but  there  is  no  guarantee 
of  this.  There  may  be  another  Gual- 
dajara. 

Regardless  of  the  outcome,  bombas¬ 
tic  little  Franco  will  have  his  hands 
full  for  o  long  time  to  come  in  sub¬ 
jugating  and  malting  into  a  fascist 
nation  a  Spain  in  which  such  an 
overwhelming  portion  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  is  fanatically  opposed  to  him. 
The  death  of  democracy  in  Spain  is 
an  ugly  sight,  but  its  death  has  been 
gallant,  and  it  may  rise  again  from 
its  ashes. 


The  authorities  in  charge  of  the  program  have  collected  ior  speak-, 
ers  an  admirable  group  of  interesting  and  authoritative  speakers,  prom¬ 
inent  among  these  being  Mrs.  Ruth  Bryan  Rohde  and  Monsteur  Pierre 
de  Lanux.  The  program  in  itself  is  well  planned  and  well  arrenged. 

The  theme  of  the  convention  is  ihe  very  broad  topic  "Better  Educa¬ 
tion  for  Georgia”  which  covers  a  large  territory.  It  is  certainly  the  de¬ 
sire  and  aim  of  every  person  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  state  to 
have  better  education  in  Gorgia,  for  we  realize  that  only  through  edu¬ 
cation  can  progress  be  made.  The  Georgia  Education  Association  Con¬ 
vention  is  the  one  time  when  educators  all  over  the  state  convene  to  dis¬ 
cuss  their  various  problems  and  plan  on  the  future  of  education  in  the 
state.  ,  i  . 

Covering  all  phases  of  education  from  kindergarten  to  adult  edu¬ 
cation,  the  convention  theme  will  be  enlarged  upon  from  every  dilf- 
rent  angle.  We  notice  that  Dr.  Willis  A.  Sutlon,  Superintendent  of  the 
Atlanta  Schools,  stressing  the  value  ol  health  education.  The  recent 
music  festival  on  our  campus  has  brought  to  our  close  attention  the 
possibilities  in  music  education.
